Practically all the debate centered about two of the proposed 


measures of the government, the

the bills to establish the provincial employment bureaus, the former 


being explained by Hon. J. R. 
Stewart. 

The bills respecting employment 
offices are in reality two in number 
one respecting the establishment of 
these bureaus and the other making 
it unlawful for any private employ- 
ment agencies to do business in the 
province. Fach of these bills, it was 
explained is practically a_ federal 
measure, framed to meet the co-ordin- 
ated policy of the joint employment 
bureaus in all the provinces. How- 
ever, Premier Stewart stated that he 
was emphatically opposed to putting 
all the private employment offices out 
of business until such time at least 
as the government bureaus have 
proved their capacity and ability to 
meet all demands in the labor situa- 
tion. And for the present he thought 
that all employment channels avail- 
able would be required to meet the 
provincial conditions. 


Purchase of Seed Grain 

In committee of the whole the 
house dealt with the act to facilitate 
the borrowing of money for the pur- 
chase of seed grain, it being realized 
by both sides of the house that this 
measure was of the most urgent im- 
portance and should be put into op- 
eration with as little loss of time as 
possible, 

In summarizing the proposed 
amendments to the Dower Act, Hon. 
J R. Boyle reviewed the history of 
women's right of dower, showing how 
it had originally been framed in class 
legislation to protect the share of 
marriage allocation which was ar- 
ranged between the bride's father 
and the bridegroom. In this right 
there entered the question of unfair 
wills, the injustice being largely con- 
fined xo the wills of husbands rather 
than of wives. The married women's 
protection act of the province pro- 
tected the wife against the loss of her 
right of dower by an unfair will. Mr. 
Boyle was of the opinion that more 
real injustice was done by will in the 
done in 
the dower act when applied where no 
wills existed. 


Mr. Boyle Explains ‘ 

However, Mr. Boyle pointed out 
that with such a floating population 
it was innossible to trace the marri- 
nage relations of many parties. Yer 
under existing legislation it was essen- 
tial that the consent of a wife be ob- 
tained for property sales by the hus- 
band, failing which she could disp: 
sess an innocent purchaser by mea 
ot a caveat. It had resulted in mor 
eage concerns and others showing n 
reluctance to do business without 
proof being shown that no wife was 
involved in a transaction. such proof 
being costly to obtain at times where 
land changed hands to such an ex- 
tent as it did In western Canada. Sas- 
katchewan had seen fit to amend the 
dower aot to protect the rights of the 
innocent purchaser, who might have 
been deceived by the fraud of the hus- 
band in asserting that he had no wife. 

Mr. Boyle said it was not desired 
to deprive any woman of her rights, 
but where a wife lived outside the 
province {it would be difficult to safe- 
guard her rights to the extent where 
a resident Innocent purchaser would 
Jose his rights in a transaction. 

Furthermore, it was not advisable 
that the law be made so cumbersome 
as to entail heavy expense in ascer- 
taining whether a wife did exist 
when it was stated there was no wife. 
However, Mr. Boyle said he wanted 
the fullest discussion of the bill 
would move somewhat out of the ordi- 
nary, that it be referred to the stand- 
ing committee of the house. 


James Weir and Mrs. L, McKinney | 


claimed that the bill was the direct 
opposite of what the U. F. W. A. and 
other women's organizations of the 
province wanted and there should be 
ample opportunity given these inter- 
ests to send deputations, 

Mr. Boyle said he wanted the opin- 
ion of all members and others on the 
important question, for the proposed 
bill was only a copy of the new Sas- 
katchewan measure and it was desired 
by the government to see how best 
it could be amanded to suit the condl- 
tions and opinion in Alberta, It was 
agreed that ample notice should be 
given by the standing committee when 
it is proposed to discuss the act.

Public Health 
Bills Are Given 
First Reading 


The first reading of three important 
bills relating to public health regula- 
tions in the province was given in the 
legislature Monday afternoon after be- 
ing introduced by Hon. A. G. MacKay, 
minister of municipal affairs and 
health. A synopsis of these three bills 
is to the following purport: 


An Act to Aemend the Public Health 
Act 


This act extends greatly the defini- 
tion of the phrase communicable dis- 
| ease, or contagious or infectious di- 
| Sease, and makes full classification 
| by the provincial Board of Health. 

There are numerous clauses in the 
bili dealing with sanitation, and 
powers and the rights of the province 
board to order certain things to be 
done, and several lesser amendments 
| amplifying and making clear the pow- 
ers of the provincial board and the 
| local boards. The bill also as draft- 
jea gives the provincial board power 
| 


to fix the amount of fees that medical 
practitioners shall charge in connec- 
tion with communicable, contagious or 
infectious diseases. It also gives the 
provincial board power to pass regula- 
| tlons dealing with employment, main- 
tenance, duties and 
one or more public health 
in any heatlh district, as 
when required by the provincial board. 

In addition to the power the pro- 
vincial board now has in cases of an 
epidemic to order local boards to do 
certain things, and if the local board 
fails to step in and do these things 
and charge the same up to the mu- 
niemality. The bill also asks that 
the provincial board * be given 
the poWer to act directly if cireum- 
stances demand it. The bill also pro- 
vides that members of local boards 
of health shall be-subject to penal- 
ties ff they do not perform their du- 
ties as well as those who allow their 
premises to get Into an unsanitary 
condition, and there is also provision 
whereby the corporation itself, if it 
does not provide a ldcal board to do 
its duty is liable to be penalized in 
the sum of $500.

Premier's Statement 

The premier’s statement was as fol- 
lowe: 

“T desire to lay upon the table the 
letter mentioned as being forwarded 
by me to Mr. Cross on August 14th, 
1918. As TI mentioned before, this let- 
ter had nothing to do wth his re- 
signation and I felt that it should not 


|be laid upon the table unless it was 


the wish of Mr. Cross Since he hae 
consented, I am now producing it. 

“When I was sworn in as premier 
upon the reorganization of the gov- 
ernment, I feared that unless Mr 
Cross took more interest in and gave 
more attention to administration of 
his department, it would not be esatis- 
factory. either to the province or to 
me. At the general discussion some 
time in October, 1917, Mr. Cross as- 
sured me that he would assume a 
different attitude toward the adminis- 
tration of his department. After some 
months had elapsed I could see no 
improvement and was forced to ask 
for his resignation. 

“In our conversation in October, 
1917, I informed Mr. Cross that I was 
considering bringing Mr. Reid, then 
agent genera] for Alberta in London, 
home to act as civil service efficiency 
officer, and to immediately assist in 
preparing details of the claim of the 
province against the dominion for the 
transfer of the natural resources. 

“I believed at that time, and was 
still of the opinion when Mr. Cross was 
retired, that although he was appar- 
ently not willing to be tied too closely 
to the administration of a big de- 
partment, his acquaintance in finan- 
cial circles in the Old Country and his 
ability to supervise and direct the 
proper kind of immigration to this 
province would enable him ‘to fill the 
office of agent-general satifactorily.” 

Letter in Question 
“The letter in question reads: 
‘Edmonton, Aug. 14, 1918. 
“Dear Mr. Cross:— 

“The position I offered you in the 
Old Country ie still vacant if you care 
to accept. 

“Yours very truly 
(Sgd) “CHAS, STEWART.”

Two Brand New Natural Gas 
Offers Sprung on Council, But 
Aldermen Proceed Cautiously 


Two brand new natural gas offers 
were sprung on the city council Mon- 
day night. Both proposals were flu- 
ently presented and many fair words 
uttered. But the aldermen, while 
listening to the advocates of the two 


schemes with close attention were dis- 
inclined to act precipitately, They 
have heard so many proposals and 
suggestions and propositions from 


equally fluent gentlemen in the past, 
accompanied by promises that ulti- 
mately came to naught that they have 
developed the characteristics 
proverbially said to belong to the na- 
tive of Missouri. They demand to be 
shown. This dees not mean that they 
distrusted the sincerity of the advo- 
cates or had any conviction that they 
would not be able to “deliver the 
goods.” But they did insist on having 
the facts. They wanted all the cards 
spread on the table before committing 
theinselves. So, at a joint meeting of 
the finance and utilities committees 
of the council, which include most of 
the aldermen, to be held today or to- 
morrow, the whole subject will be 
gone into in intimate detail

WAGE SCALE IS 
AGREED ON FOR 
STREET RAILWAY 


City Council Utilities Committee 
Has Conference With Street 
Car Men 


At a meeting of the city utilities 
committee and representatives of the 
street railway on Monday morning an 
agreement satisfactory to both parties 
was reached regarding cemain wage 
demands made for the employees of 
the street railway department, While 
the men did not ge all they wanted 
they agreed that the committee should 
make and recommend the following 
scale, to be passed upon by the clty 
council: 

Conductors and motor men, for the 
first six months of the first year of 
their employment to get 86c per hour; 
and during the second six months, 
second year, 400, and third 
year and afterwards 45c per hour A 
nine hour day applying in all cases. 

Motor-conductors on one-man cars 
are to get for the first year 400 pet 
hour; second year, 46c; third year 
47%c; fourth year and afterwards, 
60c per hour, 

Car repairers, first year, 40¢ per 
hour; second year, 45¢; third year 
47%c; fourth year, 60c¢ per hour. 

Cleaners will be paid 89%c per 
hour; mechanics, 60c to 66c; carpen- 
ters, 65c; painters amd blacksmiths 
track greasers, 
$85 per month; flag men, $75 per 
month.

In the Legislature on Monday 
the Attorney General gave the 
members a resume of the dower 
law and the custom out of which 
dower law grew, as preliminary 


to the introduction of a bill which } 


he hoped would accomplish three 
things. The present law made it 
necessary for a man to obtain the 
signature of his wife when placing 
a mortgage upon property or sell- 
ing property. If this was not 
done the mortgage or the sale 


was invalid—perhaps altogether | 
invalid—and certainly void so far ; 


as the wife’s interest in the prop- 
erty was concerned. It had been 
found that some men came here 
from other parts of the Dominion 
and other countries, leaving their 
wives, and represented themselves 
as single men, or as husbands of 
other women. 

Any transactions of the kind in 
question into which they entered 
under these circumstances would 
be liable to litigation, with unfore- 
seeable results, if the wives ap- 
peared on the scene and demanded 
their interest in the property. The 
Minister wished that the law couid 
be amended so as to accomplish 
the purpose of protecting married 
wmone in their rights; proteting 
parties who loaned on mortgage or 
bought property in ignorance that 
the man with whom he was deal- 
ing had a wife, or that the woman 
whom he represented to be his 
wife was not such: and reducing 
the cost that is thrown upon mort- 
gagers and sellers of property by 
reason of the fact that the mort- 
gagee or purchaser has to investi- 
gate the marital relations of the 
other party as a measure of self- 
protection. He was not sanguine 
that these results would be at- 
tained by the bill as brought in, 
which was a copy of the Sas- 
katchewan Act, and proposed that 
it be referred to the committee on | 
standing orders, where the whole 


subject could be threshed out. | 
Several members intimated that | 


the women of the province were 
keenly interested in the question, 
and it is expected that delegations 
will wait on the committee to ac- 
quaint the members with the 
wife’s view of the case. 

To supplement the action of the 
Federal Government, the Province 
is establishing a labor bureau to 
assist in finding employment for 
those wanting it, A bill giving| 
the necessary authority was before 
the House, and engaged attention 
most of the afteemoon. It was 
warmly supported by the member 
for Alexandra, who went into de- | 
tailed probabilities at some length. | 
There was no hostility to the meas- 
ure, but the Opposition leader as- 
sociated it with another bill under | 
which the Government takes pow- 
er to abolish private employinent | 
agencies. The Premier assured 
him there was no intention to em- 
ploy this power until the provin- | 
cial agencies had been developed | 
to meet the needs of the whole 
province efficiently, In that event 
the Opposition leader thought, the 
power was not necessary, as the 
private agencies would go out of 
business automatically if the Pro- 
vineial agencies gave better ser- 
vice. He was afraid that ine es- 
tablishing this monopoly the Gov- 
ernment would be aequiring abso- 
lut control over the labor of the 
Province, as had been done in} 
Germany. Logically, he argued, 
the next step would be a demaad | 
that the Government take over 
the industries of the Provinee, for 
if the bureaus were to control la- 
bor they must also control the in- 
dustries in which employment 
could be found or made for men! 
needing it. The Provinee was be- 
fng put in the way of drifting into 
state control of everything. 

The member for Centre Calgary 
agreed that the bill was a step 
toward state control of industries, 
and said he was supporting it for

A Warning from the Cape. 

The Parliament at Cape Town 
has been formally debating the} 
question of whether it is advis- | 
able and practicable for the 
Jommonwealth of South Africa to 
cut loose from the British Empire 
and establish itself as an indepen- | 
| dent republic. 

Apparently the proposal is not 


likely to get further than the 
| stage of controversy. Nationalist | 


| delegates have been directed to 
Europe with the avowed intention 
of appearing before the peace con- 
ference and making representa- 
| tions—presumably to the effect 
| that the independence of South | 
Africa should be recognized. That 
| their prospects are not considered 
| likely of success is suggested by 
| the fact that they are allowed to | 
proceed on their mission. Were it 
thought that the peace confer- 
ence would pay any serious atten- | 
| tion to them they would probably 
| have been invited to stay at home, | 
and measures taken to see that! 
| they did so. |

URGES COURT OF CONCILIATION. 


Editor The Bulletin: 

Sir,—Some days ago you published 
& letter of mine dealing with “Costs of 
Litigation,” in which | suggested con- 
cillation methods to lessen costs, save 
time and give justice to parties havv- 
ing disputes. To that letter Mr, Alex. 
Stuart has replied. 


My only reason for now writing is | 


that this is a subject which is of vast 
importance and benefit to the public, 
and it is in the interests of mankind 
that something should be done along 
the lines indicated by me yr my pre- 
vious letter, 
this article is extended longer 
than I would wish, it is simply to 
make clear the advantages from the 
mode of procedure sugested. It 1s 
evident that the subject has not re- 
ceived such consideration as it ds- 
serves, Mr, Stuart, in his reply, has 
characterized it as “absurd,” whilo 
some of the best writers in Great Bri- 
tain and the United States speak of iL 
as a great boon to mankind, 
Knowing the disinclination of law 


yers ti accept any doctrine unless 
there is precedent for the same, ! 
shall give the attitude of some lead- 


ing writers on the subject. Justice 
Edgar J. Lauer, justice and chairman 
of the committee on general welfare 
of the city of New York, where the 
mode of conciliation is in force, in an 
article under the caption, “Concilia- 
tion in the Municipal Courts of New 
York,” appearing in January, 1914, 
in speaking of a new sphere of useful- 
ness for the progressive modern courte 
says: “Conciliation can only occur 
when parties through the mediation 
of a third party, designated a concili- 
ator, voluntarily reach an agreement 
in respect to a dispute.

versy. The parties are heard inform- 
ally without lawyers by the judge who 
endeavors to effect an amicable ani 
equitable settlement of the dispute 
The justice may tell them what the 
law 1s, or he may suggest a seéttle- 
ment which is not in accord with the 
strict rules of law. In taking the 
statement of the parties, the concili- 
ator is not bound by the rules of evid- 
ence which apply in the court. He 
may receive any evidence which seems 
to him proper, This procedure is 
novel one, While the parties usually 


| select as the conclliator a judge, but 


if they prefer to have their dispu’a 
settled by some other person on whoin 
they agree, they are permitted to d» 
so. Parties having cvnfidence in ons 
judge more than another may submt 
their dispute to the judge in whom 
they have confidence. The justics 
says ‘We have creaicd a new method 
to make the advice of Abraham Lin 
coln effective: ‘ ‘Discourage litigation 
persuade your neighbor to compro- 
whenever you can.

Capt. Bob Pearson Tells Veterans 
of Entry of Canadians Into 
German Territory 


Capt. Bob Pearson, soldier member 
of the legislature addressed a large 
aucience ot returned men in the Vec- 
erans’ cub rooms Sunday afternoon. 
His deaeription of the rapid movo- 
ment of the Canadian corps to the 
barks of the Rhine following thio | 
signing of the armistice, the reception 
accorded the troops by the German 
population and his impressions of the | 
attitude of the Germans toward a re 
sumption of hostilities were listened to 
with close attention, 

Capt, Pearson first told the story of 
|the execution of Edith Cavell ,per- 
haps the most revolting crime of the 
war which he had learned while in | 
Brussels. 

When Miss Cavell was arrested she 
wags first charged with treason, She 
was defended by two Belgian attor- 
neys, who very properly showed Miss 
| Cavell could not be guilty of such a 
erlme since she was not a German 
;eltizen. This charge was then drop- 
;ped but another was trumped up and 
she was condemned to death, The 
first firing squad chosen to carry out 
the death sentence refused to obey 
{the command to fire and they were 
}marched back to their barracks and

The city of Cologne, with a popu- 
lation of 600,000, is but a short dist- 
ance by electric train from Bonn.

The Germination Test 


By G. H, CUTLER 
Professor of Field Husbandry 


College of Agriculture University of Alberta | 


The kind of seed used plays a very 
important role in the successful pro- 
duction of crops Indeed, it may even 
become the limiting factor in produc- 
tion, especially in these 
mates where seed is frequently sub- 
jected to early fall frosts. The fol- 
lowing features determine the value 
of seed for seeding purpjoses 


The proportion of it that 
grow, 
The vigor of the growth. 
Its freedom from weed seeds 
Its freedom from disease 
Its freedom from other grains, 
other varieties and forelgn mat- 
ter, dirt, chaff, ete 
Its suitability to the district,

The causes of poor germination are: | 
Heating or bin burning. | 
Shrunken or immature seed. 
Dead grains. 
Frost — resulting

Germ injury due to close thresh- 
ing or insects. 

Frost injury is perhaps the most 
frequent cause of low vitality in oats. 
One or two degrees of frost in the 
milk stage are sufficient to ruin oats 
for seed. Frozen oats are difficult to 
detect. A sample may be very badly 
injure@ by frost and be totally unfit 
for seed and the injury not be appar- 
ent by outward appearances,. Frost 
injury is more apparent in wheat than | 
in any other grain as evidenced by a 
blistered appearance, or in severe | 
cases, by shrunken and discolored 
kernels. The injury to vitality, how- 
ever, is less marked, in fact wheat | 
that is fairly well matured before be- 
ing frozen is injured so slightly that 
{t can searcely be measured, Heating 
more often tnjures the vitality of 
wheat. Any evidence of mustiness or 
mould in a wheat sample 1s sufficient 
evidence for a germination test.
